THE BRUNSWICK SPRINGS WATERS = 
ARE ONE OF NATURES WONDERS: 


| 


On the Vermont side of the river 
and two miles south of North Strat- 
ford is situated what someone has 
termed the “Eighth Wonder of the 
World,” these are six natural springs 
pouring out health giving mineral 
waters, tme Brunswick Springs. | 

Residents of a community are little 
apt to appreciate beauties of nature 
or special advantages near at hand 
but it is estimated that in one year, 
when these springs were more gener- 
ally advertised, that 25,000 people 
visited the locality either to partake’ 
of the invigorating waters or to be- 
hold the bubbling springs. 

Brunswick Springs have had a 
strange record. 
hotel was destroyed, John C. Hutch-| 
ins, a progressive North Stratford | 
citizen, twice erected large and com- 
modious hotels, both of which were 
destroyed by fire before a guest had, 
been entertained. Since the loss of 
this second hotel no effort has been 
made to popularize the springs and 
give them their just dues until re- 
cently Harry Savage of the Savage 
Hardware Company of North Strat- 
ford completed a lease from Mr, 
Hutchins and will again make the 
waters of the springs available to 
the hotels and eitizens of the North 
Country. 

If one has never visited the springs 
he will find them a good objective 
for any motor trip. They are situ- 
ated on a high bluff that overlooks 
the Connecticut River, nearly per- 
pendicularly below. Near it there is, 
Crystal Lake, about one mile in cir-| 


cumference, whose shores are within) 
20 rods of the springs. 

The springs are 60 feet above the 
river and six in number. In a basin 
not over 20 feet broad, in a circular 
form, these six springs send out six) 
separate waters. They are, Iron, | 
Calcium, Magnesia, White Sulphur, 
Bromide and Arsenic. In the past 
two years the springs have wonder- 
fully improved, as to approaches, 
stairways, “and cement platform 
around springs. They are located in 
a circular form about six feet apart. 
The platform is in the shape of a. 
half moon, and is practically on a) 
level with the springs. White cem-| 

ad in making a large ap- | 
i ic stairway 
running from the bluff to the 
springs, about 20 stops being used in 
the stairway. The large platform 
encircled with a rail around the 
springs and level with them is per- 
fectly dry, and shaded with large 
trees. Me 
The overflow from each spring is_ 
carried directly under the platform 
by a series of pipes. Each spring’s 
overflow reaches the cascade by it-. 
self, Here all the waters mingle and 
flow down over the bluff into a cem- 


ent cascade. This large overflow is 
always the same and does not freeze 
in winter as in other fresh water 
cascades, and the temperature of 
these springs does not change five 
degrees at any season of the year. 
The waters of these springs vary 
in a marked degree, so much so, that 
anyone partaking can easily distin- 
guish the difference. To the ordinary 


person the iron spring tastes very 
sweet, the arsenic spring has a pecu- 
liar bitter taste, the sulphur spring 
tastes exactly like sulphur, and the 
aroma from the different springs 1S 
very noticeable. By drinking these

After the original! ij; yery marked. Certain waters ef-| 


fect the kidneys, others the bowels, 
and all more or less affect the blood. 

These springs were used by the In- 
dians, and called Medicine Springs, 
prior to, and during the Revolution- 
ary War. The first white settlers 
took possession by grant of King 
George III, in 1762. From that time 
on it was used by the whites. 

A comparison has been drawn 
with other mineral springs in the U. 
S. such as Poland water, Summit 
Springs water, and Saratoga Springs 
water, but in no case have curative 
powers been found to compare with 
these springs. They do compare, 
however, with the Calybeate Springs 
of Germany, only that the Brunswick 
Springs contain more varieties of 
mineral, and in larger quantities 
than any mineral springs, according 
to chemical -analysig§ 

One spring contains 89% grains of 


| jmineral matter to the gallon, a quali- 
ative analysis gives potasium Car-) 


bonate, sodium carbonate, magnesi- 


um carbonate, ferrous oxide, 


ine acid. This spring, though Coly- 
beate, is also strongly 
highly charged with alkaline salts. 

These waters are beneficial to 
many diseases, it is claimed, es- 
pecially skin disease, such as eczema, 
scrofula, salt rheum, and all skin 
eruptions. 

Very near, another spring boils up, 
impregnated with sulphurated hy- 
drogen. This has 56 grains of min- 
eral matter to the gallon.

Bruns- 
wick Springs and vicinity are con- 
sidered by all, beautiful and beyond 
description but fire has interceded to 
prevent them from being a _ health 
resort. 

The new company proposes. to 
place on the market a combination of 
the six springs rather than any one 
spring water.

*“Lucky” Teter has been all over 
the world doing daredevil: stunts in 
automobiles, but he was back in his 
own home town when his luck failed 
him. He had nearly completed a 
simple 150-foot leap in Noblesville, 
Ind., yesterday, when something 
went wrong, he hit a pole, smashed 
up and was killed—39 years old. 

Thus ironically ended one of the 
|craziest careers of adventurous 
|Americans who try to think up 
screwy ways of entertaining their 
jtellow citizens—and clean up $50,- 
000 a year.

The Mahoney nomination will not

Justice Dolan took his place in

May, Alcott, . the artist sister whom 
‘Louisa adored and earned money to 
send abroad to study, has happily pre- 
served many charming views of the 
‘Concord that knew her own delightful 
family, Henry David Thoreau ‘and 
‘Ralph Waldo Emerson—both loved by 
all the Alcotts as well as the countless 
thousands who have since known them 


through their writings—Ellery Chan- 
ning and Nathaniel Hawthorne and his 
lovely Sophia Peabody. No one draw- 
ing from her gifted pencil is of more 
Sepia in a way, than this reproduced 
today, of Thoreau’s celebrated house 
which he built for $28.121%4, lived in for 
two years and constructed a philosophy 
of living, around. Packed into his 
“Walden or Life in the Woods’ is not 
only an accurate description of how 
and why he built his house, but a biting 
commentary upon man’s self-enslave- 
ment by following the herd—“keeping 
‘up with tthe Jones’s’’—it is called to- 
day— and refusing to assert his man- 
hood by working out his own destiny 
in his own way. This delicate drawing 
reconstructs the scene now marked by 
1a ‘bronze tablet—as usually happens in 
hhistory—by those who would not sym- 
pathize now with many of his ideas. 


For the rebel against the false notions 


and hardened cruelties of social sys- 
tems is not appreciated usually by any 
but the choicest spirits of his own day. 
After glancing at some aspects of 
“Walden,” we shall quote a little from 


writings of this now widely read man, 


“whose ‘tooks collected little more than 
dust. while che lived and for many years 
after he died.

perienced had told him~ nothing of

“Here is life,” he said, ‘‘an experiment 
to a great extent untried by me: but it does 
not avail me that they have tried it. 
Man’s capacities have never been measured; 
nor are we to judge of what he can do by 
any precedents, so little has been tried.” 


He axamines and. re-examines values 
in life—necessities and luxuries; how 
man attains them and what standards 
he sets himself—his own or another’s, 
and most stimulating—he notes things 
he has done because of the value they 
possessed—not the reward they would 
bring. He lived, be it noted, in a time 
and a place when a man could build a 
hut and dwell in it with little money 
and without being driven off by police 
or stopped at State borders like Joadr, 
His hut was not a. packing-box in a 
lot sought in despair, ; 


“In any weather,’’ he. said, ‘‘at any hour 
of the day or night I have been anxious 
to improve the nick of time... . to stand 
on the meeting of two eternities, the past, 
and the future, which is precisely the pres- 
ent mement: to toe that, line.” 

Up before dawn, out in the cold or the 
heat, running in the face of bitter wind, 
Thoreau was keen to search out nature’s 
every secret, At one time, for years, he 
“was self-appointed inspector of snowstornis 
and rainstorms. . . surveyor of forest paths 
and all across-lot routes, keeping them 
open, and ravines bridged and passable at 
all seasons... looked after the wild stock 
of the town . watered the red huckle- 
berry, the sand cherry and the nettle tree, 
the red pine and the black ash, the white 
grape and the yellow violet, which might 


At last, in March, 1845, he “borrowed 
an axe and went down to the woods by 


to build my house, and began to cut down 
some tall, arrowy white pines, still in their 
youth, for timber. It is difficult to begin 


most generous course thus to permit your 
fellow-men to have an interést in your en- 
terprise. ._. . It was a pleasant hillside | 
where I worked, covered with pine woods, 


through which I looked out on the pond, 
and a small, open field in the woods, where 
pines and hickories were springing up... .’” 


So it started. He bought for the 
main structure, a shanty from one 
James Collins, who worked for the 
railroad. He paid $4.25 for it at night, 
when the bargain was made, and James. 
and family with hens agreed to vacate 
by 5 the next morning and not sell it 
te anyone else in the interim. He dug 
his cellar in two hours, and after his. 
sturdy frame was complete invited his 
neighbors to share in the house-raising, 
as earlier New Englanders had usually 
done. The tiny place, 10 by 12 feet, 
contained by the time he had com- 
pleted it in the fall, a fireplace and a. 
garret beside the main room with 
windows and a closet. He ploughed 
his field and planted and _ harvested 
beans before he started the aver 
in the cool days of autumn. He_ de- 
clared that students at Harvard ‘could 
thus build a home for years for the 
sum—less than $30—a year’s rent cost. 

But you must read ‘‘Walden”’ if vad 
would know the philosophy of living 
Thoreau thought out as he tried te Da 
it into practice. 

Now we have nearly finished and neta 
touched upon his valiant defence of 
John Brown, after the raid. That you 
must read too. In an invaluable vol- 
ume edited by James Mackaye—him- 
self a philosopher and_ brother 
Benton Mackaye, the Thoreau — 
Shirley—you will find the gems 
Thoreau’s ‘Writings on Liberty.” —

NCE again the inexhaust- 

ible attractiveness of Tho- 

reau’s masterpiece is at- 

tested by the devotion of an editor 
and illustrator. Mr. Teale, whose 
years of life in the woods mak 
him a fully qualified Thoreauvian, 
has written a sympathetic intro- 
duction and headnotes for each 
chapier of “Walden” which tactfully 
supply background information. 
But his main coniribution consists 
of 142 photographie illustrations 
which vividly remind us of Tho- 
reau and the Concord countryside 


where his book was given its set- 
ting. Here are pictures of the 
numerous houses in which he Lived, 
of implements and notebooks that 
he used, of books that he read and 
natural objects that he collected, 
of trees, shrubs and flowers that 
he observed, and most of all of 
Walden Pond itself and of Deep 
Cove in parcicular where his cabin 
stood. Mr. Teale has been esve- 
cially suecessful in recording with 
the camera evanescent effects of 
hight and_the play of water sur- 
faces. His studies remind the eve 
ot the look of woods and ponds at 
all seasons and in all weathers. 
They also recall details as minute 
as ant hills, bean rows and the 
carpet: of pine needles. In - their 
eatholic acceptance of all. out- 
doors they are true to the spirit of 
the book. 


Thoreau’s account of his way of 
life, so sharply differing from the 
general immersion of Concord vil- 
lage in getting and spending, yet 
so thrillingly in harmony with 


wren 


possibilities of more ample human 
living that were inherent in the 
American experiment, now appears 
in perspective as the culmination 
of a literary genre more native to 
this country than to Europe. In 
spite of Izaak Walton, Gilbert 


“White and later English writers, 


the outdoor book in its most com- 
plete development belongs to the 
New World, since it was only in an 
unpre-empted continent that men 
could. become intimate with the 
untouched wildness of nature and 
look back on the affairs of human- 
ity from the standpoint of primal 
things. The meaning to the spirit 
of spaciousness and solitude could 
only be grasped by the forest 
dweller.. The peculiar power of the 
American outdoor book was ap- 
parent when William Bartram’s 
record of his botanical researches 
in the Southern states reached such 
European readers as Wordsworth, 
Coleridge, Carlyle, and Chateau- 
briand, all of whom expressed in 
unmeasured terms their sense of 
its freshness and charm. Thoreau, 
however, was able to combine with 
his idyllic descriptions of the sim- 
plicity and health of the woods a 
running fire of-sardonic comment 
on the shortcomings of.civilization 
with its ugly passion of acquisi- 
tiveness. 


In recent years Thoreau’s status 
as a social critic has been strongly 
emphasized, perhaps to the rela- 
tive neglect of his merits as a 
nature writer. Mr. Teale tends to 
redress the balance. His edition of 
“Walden” binds together the book 
and its physical setting. He speaks 
with informed authority of Tho- 
reau’s contributions to the science 


‘of natural history and of his pio- 


neer work in the study of ponds as 
natural phenomena. Yet he ad- 
mits that in last analysis Tho- 


reau’s attitude was that of a poet” 


rather than that of a strictly 
scientific observer. The more we 
study Mr. Teale’s accurate photo- 
graphic record of the Walden 
landscape the more apparent it 
becomes that the Walden Pond of 
immortal memory and world-wide 
acclaim was the imaginative cre- 
ation of a supreme American artist. 
The natural beauties that Mr. 
Teale has so lovingly reproduced 
shine for us only as'they catch the 
light of a poet’s dream. 
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In the photograph above is shown the 
Fountain of Youth, reputed to be the 
fabulous spring which Ponce de Leon 
searched for in his expedition across 
Florida, near the spot where he landed 
in 1513. Behind the spring is a cross of 
flagstones, with fifteen stones in the up- 
right of the cross and thirteen in the 
arms, indicating the date.
